The stereoscope ac- 
tually made photographed — scenery 
seem real. This machine which you 
held to your face, providing a sepa- 
rate lens for each eye, while you 
looked at a picture in duplicate—one 
for each eye to see—and there, plain 
as day, you could see the distance in 
the picture, the nearest tree close, 
the others -away back. How every 
twig on a tree stood each in its rela- 
tive place just as when you look at a 
real tree. ‘‘What will they invent 
next?” old people used to exclaim 50 
years ago as they held a stereoscope 
to their enchanted eyes. 


In those days when nearly every- 
thing was made by hand everybody, 
curiously enough, seemed to have 
more time for looking at photograph 
albums and other works of art than 
they have now, when a machine can 
produce anything all ready-made in a 
jiffy. Nails used to be made by hand, 
but you ought to see machines mak- 
ing them now, and making screw- 
nails, a steel rod being fed into 
one end of a machine and screw- 
nails falling fast from the other end.

We would be 
humble in our opinions; we would be consid- 
erate of the opinions of others; but we would 
not be unmindful of the immutable laws of 
cause and effect; for therein lies the wisdom 
of the ages. 


FORMS OF GOVERNMENT 


Great Britain clings fervidly to democratic 
government as it has been developed in that 


country, while other great nations seek 
“strange gods” in the form of Fascism and 
Communism. 


The war and the depression have wrought 
changes and human beings have been seek- 
ing methods of government which will give 
them greater security than what they have 
been accustomed to. 

Communism and Fascism are both exam- 
ples of the Totalitarian State. They are both 
dictatorships, but of a different kind. They 
assert the necessity for a ruling class and a 


subject class, an elite which commands and 
a populace which obeys. 

After all this is not a new doctrine of gov- 
ernment. Plato, the Greek philosopher, be- 


lieved that a ruling class and a Totalitarian 


State are necessary if anarchy and misery 
are to be avoided. 

Plato demanded three conditions for hu- 
man happiness: first, a rulings class fanatic- 
ally devoted to their political and = moral 
principles; second, the rigid exclusion from 
that ruling class of the profit-motive; and 


third, the yvranting to the ruling class of die- 
tatorial powers. 

By means of education and by putting the 
ruling class under the control of the philoso- 


pher, the man who knows the science of so- 


ciety and understands the laws of the uni- 
verse, Plato believed that this class could be 
prevented from degenerating and abusing 


their pewer for personal ends. 

The whole purpose of Plato's Ideal State 
is to enable reason to plan human life and to 
free it from the domination the profit- 
motive, and the two resultants — class war 
and imperialism. To do this he wanted a 
Dictatorship of Reason. 

Of cougke the ideals of democratic govern- 
ment, as developed under the influence of 
the British, was to raise the proletariat’s po- 
sition in the state, to educate him to the re- 
sponsibilities of self-government, and to pro- 
vide him with freedom of action on a wide 
scale. 

The British viewpoint is that people will 
work better under freedom than under regi- 
mentation; that the requirements of thc in- 
dividual will spur him on to energetic action 
and this will benefit everybody. A properly 
educated body of voters, the British contend, 
will make some mistakes but in the end will 
choose wiser government than any bureau- 
cracy, no matter how strongly governed by 
reason, can provide. 

The rapid advancement of the Platonian 
idea of government as represented by the 
Totalitarian States of Russia, Germany and 
Italy, will bring it into conflict with the ad- 
vocates of democracy. Both systems may be 
changed in the process and let us hope that 
this will not mean that the boasted freedom 
of the British will not materially 
tailed.

DISTRIBUTION THROUGH CHEAPNESS 

Fifty years ago Charles Martin Hall dis- 
covered a method of aluminum. reduction 
through an electrolytical process. Previous 
to that discovery aluminum, although the 
most abundant metal on the earth’s crust, 
was infinitely precious. Crowned rulers in 
Europe treasured it above silver and gold. 

Today aluminum is in use everywhere and 
its quality of lightness has enabled it to sup- 
plant other metals in many fields. The price 
today is around 20c a pound compared with 
$500 a pound prior to Hall’s discovery. This 
drastic scaling down of the price of alumi- 
num brought the metal into constant daily 
use by millions of people, developed vast in- 
dustries dependent upon the production, re- 
finement, manufacturing and distribution of 
aluminum products and created employment 
for hundreds of thousands of people. 


THE MERCANTILE CODE 

The proposed Alberta mercantile code 
will be useful if unethical practises can thus 
be done away with and false advertising, as 
well as fake sales, barred. 

But if costs are raised in the process so 
that the consumers must pay more for their 
purchases the reaction will be -unsatisfac- 
tory.’ And if merchants are regimented 
willy-nilly into a dictatorial bureau, and sub- 


jected to constant spying and _inspection, 


failure will be ineyitable. 


“WaaCKING ROMANCE aaa 
Queen Helen; the embodiment. of pulchri- 
tude in the early days of Greece, who figured 
in one of the most famous “triangle” cases of 
history, thereby causing the ten-year Trojan 
war, may have been a mythical figure, ac- 
cording to Cincinnati 
conducting explorations in the Near East. 

In such a manner have scientists destroyed 
only too many of our legendary heroes and 
heroines. It seems a pity that the romantic 
tale of the lovely Helen and Paris should be 
thus rudely thrust into the limbo of forgot- 
ten things. 

Helen was the daughter of Zeus and Leda, 
according to the immortal Homer. She was 
married to King Menelaus, but the hand- 
some Paris stole her love and carried her 
away to Troy. Menelaus obtained the assis- 
tance of his brother kings of Greece and be- 
sieged Troy for ten years, finally obtaining 
victory by a ruse. The invaders built a huge 
wooden horse and had it dragged into the 
invested city during a truce. The horse was 
hollow and filled with Grecian warriors. At 
the proper time the soldiers clambered out 
through a cunningly constructed door. At- 
tacked from without and within, Troy sur- 
rendered. 

Homer’s Odyssey tells the story in full ro- 
mantic setting. It is a thrilling tale and we 
prefer to believe it — Cincinnati archaeolo- 
gists to the contrary notwithstanding. No 
mere scientists can dispel the glory of Argive 
Helen, whoe beauteous face 

“ . launched a thousand ships 
And burned the topless towers of Ilium.” 


HOW IT CAME ABOUT 

Authorship of the little monograph ‘The 
Choice” is unknown, but it remains a classic 
of its kind, eternally worth consideration. 

When the Creator had made all the good 
things, it seemed there was still some dirty

The tariff was supposed to rectify 
this condition but the trade treaty 
with the United States will not af- 
fect price one particle because prices 
are higher in the United States than 
in Canada, due to NRA codes. 

The federal parliament is going to 
investigate the proposed increases 
but we cannot see how much can be 
done about it. 

The Massey - Harris company has 
lost something like $24,0000,00 in the 
past six years. So the committee will 
not be able to show profiteering. 

The NRA codes increased prices in 
the United States. A comparison of 
retail prices in Gretna, Manitoba, 
and Neche, North Dakota, shows the 
following: 

A drill sells at a price $9 cheaper 
in Canada than in the U.S.A. A har- 
row is $17 cheaper in Canada. 

A 9-foot rod weeder is $90 in Man- 
itoba and $100 in North Dakota. 

A cultivator is $80 in Manitoba and 
$90 in North Dakota. 

So what's going to be done about 
it? Our answer is “nothing”! 

When codes and other such legis- 
lation are browght into effect prices 
rise and the farmer simply has to pay 
up or do without,

then when he goes to a hotel he 
simply signs the bill with a pencil, 
and the amount of the hotel bill is 
extracted from his account. Now I 
find that I was one of the members 
of the co-operative, though I was a 
foreigner in the country.—Dr. Toyo- 
hiko Kagawa.
